That characteristic is illustrated

Axis satellites Hungary. Ro- ( 
mania and Bulgaria

Britain and the United States h a v e ; 
protested as violating the spirit of 
the Yalta agreement for concerted 
policies among the Big Three.. The

seems clear enough, and it supports 
the thesis advanced in this column 
long ago: 
Old Reich Policy 
Moscow has laid out for its sphere 
of influence virtually the whole of 
eastern and central Europe up to 
the line running from the great 
German port of Stettin on the Bal­ 
tic right down to the Adriatic. J a il 
take a look at your maps. Within 
this zone Ls tile new Poland. Czecho­ 
slovakia. Austria. Hungary, Finland 
and the Balkans, with the possible 
exception of Greece and Turkey, 
whose status remains to be «een. 
Tile Soviet is determinedly con­ 
solidating this vast territory 
Now tills Lsn't a new phenomenon. 
As this writer has m entioned in 
previous articles, Russia Ls taking 
over the Hitlerian sphere ol influ­ 
ence. 
Germany's 
strength 
was 
politico-economic, backed by m ili­ 
tary power. Moscow’s strength lies 
rn similar factors.

domination was due to the economic 
hold which is exercised over that 
whole area Indeed, broadly speak­ 
ing.

Take Hungary'. Romania and Bul- j 
garia—since these are the countries 
in the lim e-light: More than Atty 
per cent of all their exports were 
absorbed by Germany.
